THE COAL SITUATION. 
Arthur M. Evans’ investigation of the coal in- 
dustry in the Illinois bituminous fields, revealing 


| approximately a 75 per cent deficiency from ca- 
» pacity production, may be considered not only as 
an effects but a cause of general business depres- 
sion. The miners art not mining because there is 
’ insufficient demand for coal. There is insufficient 
demand for coal in part because of its high cost, 
/owhich in turn adds to cost of manufacturing and 
cost of retail products to such an extent that sale 
of such products is restricted. 
Approximately 90 per cent of the coal mined in 
the United States is for industrial purposes. Ten 


per cent is for domestic consumption. The house 
holder can realize the effect of high prices upon 
industry when he goes to buy his winter’s supply 
of coal and is quoted prices upon it. The shock 
to the manufacturer is as great as the shock to the 
hougeholder. 
is a basic commodity and coal production 
is a basic industry. If its production is discour- 
aged we all suffer. And there can be no doubt 
that its production is discouraged by high prices. 
Therefore these priges ought to come down, to 
accomplish the proper part of this industry in the 
painful processes of liquidation which are restorings 
the country to a normal business plane. The cause 
of the high prices are chiefly three. Wages have 
more than doubled. Freight rates have been ap- 
proximately doubled. Would that justify the pres- 
‘ent scale of retail prices? Hardly. 

Evidence given before the senate committee on 
manufactures shows that prior to the war coal was 
produced at the mine mouth at an average cost of 
a little more than $1 a ton. Now the cost, figuring 
‘wages, salaries, materials, and machinery, ap- 
proaches an average of $3 a ton. Evidence from 

_the same sources showed the average freight 
charge prior to the war to be $1.50 a ton from | 
mine to point of .consymption. Now the average 
is approximately $3 for the same haul. Thus it, 
appears that cost of production and transportation 
prior to the war was approximately $3 a ton, 
whereas now it is approximately $6. But coal is 
‘fetailing now for much more than that. The 

_@ifference, for the average consumer, may be. 
ascribed to the profits of the operators or dis- 
tributors, or both. 

The price is too high. It must come down, not 
only to stimulate industry and to relieve the bur- 
den on the householder, but to give the miners a 
fair amount of work. If it does not come down 
one or two things will certainly happen. One will 
be the forced reduction of miners’ wages, which 
can only occur legitimately with an increased 
amount of work for them, which will increase 
their annual incomes. Another will be the passage 

_ @f the Frelinghuysen bills or similar bills which 
will give the government power to examine books, 
costs and prices of coal producers, and perhaps of 
distributors, in order to make these prices reason- 
able. 

Even if there are at present 7,000 independent 
coal oPerators in the United States, discounting 
@ny charges of collusion or conspiracy to fix prices, 
we have high prices and an attendant handicap to

The same importer 
charged that in effect this duty would eventually 
amount to an increase of 1,300 per cent over the 
present rate.

FOR 7 CENT MILK. 

Sterling, Ill., Aug. 29.—As @ member 
Lof the board of directors and the execu~ 
tive committee of the Milk Producers’ 
Codperative Marketing Company of Chi- 
cago, may I express my appreciation of 
your editorial in THe TRIBUNE of Aug. 
27 relative to the pMice of milk? 

Prior to the war, and covering @ 
length of time that is beyond the mem- 
ory of a middle aged man, the price of 
milk in Chicago and most other cities 
was, generally speaking, a little less or 
a little more than double the. price paid 
the farmer. 

On that ratio the price to™@he cop- 
sumer. for September. milk in Chicago 
should not be to exceed 7 cents per quart 
delivered, for the farmer has cut the 
price of his milk to 3% cents delivered 
to the loading ‘platform or bottling sta- 
tion in the country. 

Were every one else connected with the 
hand of milk from the time it leaves 
the farmer’s hands to cut their services 
in the same proportion, milk should and 
would be rétailed for 7 cents a quart in 
the city of Chicago. 


cost of producing milk upon the price of 
feeds to be $2.31 per 100 pounds. Or, in 
other words, the farmer is selling milk 
at, two-thirds of the cost to produce it, 
le every one else connected in han- 
dling the milk is still exacting wartime 
prices, and in some cases more than 
wartime prices, for their services in 
connection with handling the milk. 
However, as you say in your editorial, 
it will do little good if the farmer is 
the only*one to produce milk at a loss, 
and every. one else connected with it 
after it leaves the farmer is to hold up 
an exorbitant price, and thereby defeat 
the aim of the farmers in taking this 
less than cost of production price, which 
was to be able to move their product in 
sufficient volume to allow them tempo- 
rarily to retain their dairy herds until 
conditions improve.
